AND EUROPE, THE FOLLOWING APPEARED IN THE JUNE 16 EDITION OE THE 
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ENGLISH LANGUAGE DAILY THE STAR. 

2. BEGIN QUOTE: TIME IS RUNNING OUT EOR SOUTH AFRICA TO MAKE THE 
CHANGES IN ITS LABOUR LEGISLATION NECESSARY TO BRING IT INTO LINE 
WITH THE DEMANDS OE THE MODERN WORLD. 

3. THIS THEME HAS BEEN REPEATEDLY HAMMERED HOME TO PROFESSOR NIC 
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WIEHAHN, CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMISSIONOF INQUIRY INTO SA'S 
LABOUR LEGISLATION, BY SCORES F LABOUR EXPERTS HE HAS SEEN DURING 
HIS TOUR OF EUROPE AND NORTH AMERICA. 

4. THIS I HAVE FOUND EVERYWHERE, HE SAID YESTERDAY. EVERYBODY 

IS CONCERNED ABOUT WHAT IS GOING TO HAPPEN TO US, AND THIS QUESTION- 
'DO YOU STILL HAVE TIME TO MAKE CHANGES?'- INVARIABLY POPPED UP 
EVERY TIME." 

5. BUT THE EXPERTS-THEY INCLUDED CABINET MINISTERS, HEADS OF 
GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS, TRADE UNIO LEADERS, COMPANY DIRECTORS 
AND HEADS OF RESEARCH INSTITUTES - WERE WARY OF SAYING WHAT 
SOUTH AFRICA SHOULD DO. 

6. "NOWHERE HAVE I FOUND ANY SUGGESTION, OR PROPOSAAL, AS TO HOW 
WE MUST SOLVE OUR PROBLEM," HE SAID. 

7. PROFESSOR WIEHAHN, WHO IS LABOUR ADVISER TO MR S.P. BOTHA, THE 
MINISTER OF LABOUR, HAS SO FAR VISITD WEST GERMANY, HOLLAND, 
BRITAIN, THE US AND CANADA SINCE LEAVING SOUTH AFRICA IN MAY. 

HE WILL GO ON TO SWEDEN, BELGIUM, FRANCE AND SWITZERLAND BEFORE 
RETURNING HOME ON JULY 10. 

8. HIS TOUR HAD A FIVE-FOLD PURPOSE, HE SAID, THE FIRST WAS TO MAKE 
CONTACT WITH LEADERS IN THE FIELD AND "FIND WAYS OF KEEPING COM- 
MUNICATION GOING FOR THE FUTURE." 

9. THE SECOND WAS TO GIVE PEOPLE ABROAD AN IDEA OF WHAT WAS BEING 
DONE IN SOUTH AFRICA. THIRDLY, HE WANTED TO EXAMINE THE LATEST 
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SYSTEMS IN THE VARIOUS COUNTRIES. FOURTHLY, IT WAS TO SEE WHAT 
RESEARCH WAS BEING DONE, AND FINALLY TO HAVE A GOOD LOOK AT 
TRAINIG FACILITIES. 

10. PROFESSOR WIEHAHN SAID HE HAD HAD A "VERY GOOD RECEPTION" 
DURING HIS TOUR, AND HAD ENCOUNTERED NO HOSTILITY. END QUOTE.
